The chairman then rose, and spoke to 
the following effect:—At the close of forty 
years, Moses called upon the children of Is- 
rael to remember the way tn which the Lord 
their God had ledthem. We have been pur- 
suing our course for fifiy years. When I 
say we, how many there present this 
evening who know nothing of the commence- 
ment of the Society, were not then 
born. But there are those —and I am my- 
self among the nuisber—who remember the 
deep interest which the first formation oi 
the institution produced, and which was in 
the very year in which L entered my father’s 
office. Ihave watched over it from that 
time to the present. During about one hal: 
of that period I have been privileged to take 
an active part mn carrying on its concerns. 
I feel it due to those with whom I have aet- 
ed, to say, that among them have been some 
of the best men of their day

When we call to remembrance the way 
in which the Lord our God has led us, the 
deliverances he has accomplished on our 
behalf, and the mercies he has vouchsafed, 
our gratitude must be promoted, and, at the 
same time, our confidence in that God who 
has dove such great things for us. But the 
review nmiust also tend to produce deep hu- 
mility, when we reflect on all our deficien- 
our want of faith, and our want 
praver.

selfrenunciation, and complete dependence 
on Divine influence, which we ought to have 
cherished. We onglt to feel deeply ham- 
bled, also, on the reflection, that there has 
been a deficiency in the support we have 
rendered to the Society, considering the ob- 
ject it has in view, and the expense necessa- 
rily attendant upon it. There has been a 
vreater deficiency in our exertions than even 
in our prayers—a lamentable want of con- 
sistency. The age of sacrifice has not yet 
dawned on the church. The only men who 
have made sacrifices have been our mission- 
they have given up connexions, 
friends, and some of them avocations in life, 
by which they might have realized fortunes 
as large, perhaps, as some of the gentlemen 
by whom I am surrounded, They have 
given up everything for Christ, and have 
yone to labor among the heathen in the 
most pestilential climates, while we have re- 
mained in comfort at home, and have given

but a small portion of that worldly substance 
entrusted to us, as stewards, by God. 

But the jubilee for which we have been 
waiting, has arrived; and, while we feel 
deeply humbled on the reflection that we 
j have not discharged our obligations, let us 

avail ourselves of the opportunity it so fitly 
| presents, to balance the account—to make 
good all our deficiencies. ‘The same oppor- 
| tunity will never return, most probably, in 
four time. Let us endeavor to place the So- 
| ciety in the circumstances in which it ought 
to have been; and, having done that, let us 
raise our standard, in order to maintain it in 
its new position. I do not beiieve that any 
|ofus have ever regretted the donations we 
have given. 
er found, on looking into the account, that, 
lin the years in which most had been given, 
I was the worse for it. If we would only 
| adopt the scriptural rule of giving ‘* as God 


has prospered us,” the funds of this and 
other societies would soon present a very 
different aspect. But we are too apt to 


adopt as our standard our circumstances in 
| younger life, when our means were proba- 
| biy not to the extent of a tenth of their pre- 
jsent amount; and we do not. sufficiently 
| keep in mind the apostolic rule of inereas- 
|ing our pecuniary exertions in proportion to 
;our means, 

| But to return to what God has done for 
|the Society. We meet under very merciful 
feircumstances. ‘The number of converts ad- 
| ded to our churches is larger than that con- 
juected with any other Missionary Society ; 
and it is by God's blessing that this has been 
jeffected. Although our expenditure has ex- 
lceeded our income yet we have had the 
pleasure of witnessing that income gradual- 
ly advaneing, and this should afford us 
|ground of encouragement. We have at 
times been in circumstances of great diffi- 
jculty, but God has eppeared when difficul- 
ties have been most urgent, and, though we 
/knew not whether to turn to the right hand 
lor to the léft, yet our debt has vanished, and 
we have been enabled still to advance his 
feause. You will, however, be addressed by 
ithese, who have been connected with the 
| mission, not only in this country, but abroad 
|—their details will be highly interesting.— 
It is unnecessary, therefore, that I should 
longer detain you. Allow me, however, to 
) observe, that we not only meet under merci- 
|ful circumstances as a Christian Society, 
but as a part of the community at large.— 
How different would have been our meeting, 
how saddened would have been every coun- 
jtenance, had it not been for the interposi- 
tion of Divine Providence on behalf of our 
beloved Queen. No one is more loyal than 
| the Christian—and the pleasure of this meet- 
ing will be heightened when we reflect that 
God has preserved Her Majesty in cireum- 
stances of the most imminent danger.

\** Expect great things from God ; attempt 
great things for God.” But in what contra- 
ry circumstances do we appear on the pre- 
sent occasion from those in which the Soci- 

jety began! Few and feeble indeed were 
those individuals who were first banded to- 
gether in the little room near us, in order 
to form this Society. But now it is not an 
individual or two that feels an interest in 
the cause. It is no longer a question of ex- 

| periment, it isa question of fact. Wecome 
| here to-night, not for the purpose of discuss- 
‘ing the question whether it be proper or not 
{to furm a Missionary Society to send forth 
ithe Gospel to the heathen world, whether or 
|not there is a probability that effort may 
i succeed to any extent, or that even it can 
| be attempted ; we come not to inquire whe- 
\ther the opposition of the great and noble 
} may be successful in impeding those efforts; 
but we come to present before ourselves, in 
humble, yet joyful, congratulations, the 
fact, that thousands and tens of thousands, 
not only in our own, but in every other de- 
nomination, are sympathizing in this great 
cause, and are uniting in this great and glo- 
rious effort. 

I hold in my hand, at this moment, a doc- 
ument which I esteem most precious, and 
which was the result of that event to which 
I have now alluded; namely, the first Ben- 
galee New Testament, presented to me by 
the venerable Sutcliff, in the name of him- 
self and Fuller, with an earnest entreaty, on 
his part, that this gift, not insignificant, not 
unimportant, might have some tendency to 
bind my own mind to the missionary cause, 
which was then becoming increasingly great 
in their estimation, especially in connection 
with the printing of the Seriptures. ‘ Why,” 
sud Thomas, in his warm manner, ‘1 
would give a million of money, if Thad it, 
to see a Bengalee Bible.” I think, there- 
fore, of the importance he attached to this 
great and noble work. This book, if 1 may 
| be allowed the figure, was the first stroke of 
the axe that was levelled at the root of the 
sreat and winding tree of Indian supersti- 
tion, which, by its republication from time 
to time, and in other languages, as well as 
Bengalee, has, by its continued strokes, 
caused the tree to shake to its roots, and the 
reverberations to be heard from east to 
west, from north to south, amidst the con- 
gratulations and joys of the Christian world, 
With regard to the Bengalee New ‘Testa- 
ment, and the translation of the Scriptures 
generally connected with it, let me say that 
j objections were taken to them. Good men 
sometimes take objection to good works, 
because they do not accomplish these good 
| works themselves. Objections were taken 
| by some even in the Christian world, and 
jsomething like contempt was attempted to 
j be cast upon this translation of the Scrip- 
| tures, which ought not, certainly, to have 
| 








been done. Bat mark how Carey meets 
jthe objection, for T have in my nana aw, 
iter of his on this subject, when he felt much 


j the ian af the eabjections which were 


pppoe 
j brought against the translations to which he 
| had devoted himself. You will allow me to 
jread a short extract from the le‘ter. Now 
{that he is gone beyond the reach of our ap- 
}proach or applause, we may look into his 
mind, and pray that we may catch his holy 
feeling of humility and love tosouls. What 
is his language ? 

He says, writing to Sutcliff, “ We do not 

want the vain name of the men who have 
|translated the Scriptures into this or that 
language; but we do want the thing to be 
}done, and we have not yet seen the least 
[probability of any one’s doing it: besides 
jourselves. We, however, wish every one 
}totry and do all he can; this is no reason 
jwhy we, who have begun before them all, 
| should, to compliment them, throw away 
jall which we have done. It is, perhaps, 
| necessary to obviate the objections founded 
on our employing natives to assist us, which 
represent it as if no advantage could be ob- 
tained from employing a wicked Brahmin. 
In the first place, they themselves who make 
| this complaint do the same, and must do it. 
But, in the second place, we never print a 
/sentence without examining it, and seeing 
itthroughandthrough. Brother Marshman 
this withthe Chinese. I translate, 
and write out with my own hand, the Ben- 
galee, Hindostanee, and Sanscrit. The 
j}two latter (New Testament) F translate im- 
;mediately from the Greek, and every sen- 
tence is afterwards compared with the Greek 
by brother Marshman and myself, as ts the 
Bengalee with the Hebrew. I compare the 
Mahratta and the Orissa, to the best of my 
|power, and can say, that I believe these 
translations to be good ones. I believe, 
likewise, that Tam as able to judge of them 
isany person now in India, (Lam a fool ; 
they have compelled me.) We do employ 
|natives, and avail ourselves of al] the helps 
;wecan; but we never giveup our judgment 
in any language, nor ever intend to de so.” 

At the end of the second seven years, 
another event occurred, which appeared of 
avery calamitous description, and this Ben- 
galee Bible stands in connection with it—I 
mean the controversy that arose in England 
respecting the translations nade and the 
preaching of the word in India by our hon- 
ored missionaries. Men high in authority 
came over to England, and used every means 
|to persuade the public that our missionaries 
were contemptible, incompetent, despicable 
men; nay, | ought, perhaps, to use their 
own language, which was, that they were 
“‘fuols, madmen, tinkers, Calvinists, and 
schismatics :’—** keeping out of sight their 
love of man and zeal for God, their self-de- 
|votement, their indefatigable industry, and 
unequalled Jearning,” .as says a writer, who 
did honor to himself, in one of the chief pe- 
|riodical publications of that day. But hear 

the reply to those objections proceeding from 
1a quarter, where, perhaps, few would have 
| expected to find it. After three or four 
| years of controversy, the Quarterly Revicw 
‘thus writes:—“ These low-born and low- 
ibred mechanics have translated the whole 
Bible into Bengalee, and have, by this time, 
|printed it. They are printing the New 
| Testament in the Sanscrit, the Orissa, Mah- 
ratta, Hindostanee, and Guzarat, and trans- 
jlating it into Persic, Felinga, Karnata, Chi- 
nese,the language of the Seiks and of the 
Burmans; and, in four of the languages, 
they are going on with the Bible. Extra- 
ordinary as this is, it will appear more so, 
when it is remembered that of these men 
one was originally a shoemaker, another a 
printer at Hull, and a third the master of a 
charity-school at Bristol. Ouly fourteen 
years have elapsed since Thomas and Carey 
set foot in India, and in that time have these

When we proceed tothe next seven years, 
we touch upon another important period in 
our Mission—a period which has relation 
to a work that has since been carried onin 
a manner the most wonderful and the most 
surprising.

j not enter uponthat topic. IT will, however, 
isay, for the fact is not generally known, 
jthat the true originator of the West India 
| Mission was Dr. Ryland. He not only sent

ren out; but, four or five years prior to 
jthat, he expressed his earnest desire, that 
| Jamaica should be visited. In this evening 
}of glorious commemoration, we ought to 
| bring before our view the wonderful provi- 
\dence of God in thus working primarily 
| upon the mind of Carey in his secret retire- 
jment, and then upon the mind of Ryland. 
| Will any one say, that it was not the provi- 
dence of God which led to the establish- 
| ment ofthese Missions? Will any one say, 


| with regard to these particular proceedings, | 


jthat “the Lord hath” not “done great 
jthings for us, whereof we are glad?” Here 
was an individual going forth to preach the 
| Gospel, who became the first link in that 
[mighty chain and concurrence of circum- 
stances which has wrought out in the end 
the emancipation of Jamaica. I will not 
|refer to the interposition of the Legislature ; 
jfor it is Christianity which has broken the 
chains of slavery, and which has set an in- 
| dignant foot upon the neck of that monster, 
and crushed it to the earth. 
(God has wrought out a double emancipa- 
| tion—emancipation from the oppression of

| general meeting of the Baptist Missionary 
| Society, to express those warm and ardent 
| Spmpathies which, over a ministry of fifteen 
years, have burned within my bosom. I 
}cannot, like our venerable friend who first 
spoke, refer to the beginning of this Socie- 
|ty from any personal knowledge of it at the 
‘time. But a considerable portion of its ear- 
ly history passed directly under my notice. 
The recollections of childhood, though they 
| are not of the same character as the remem- 
brances of maturity, are not less vivid, not 
| less interesting, not less pleasing in their 
jassociation. I feel the deepest gratification 
}in looking around me, to behold many of 
the companions of my youth, It is a source 
| of satisfaction of the highest kind to be pre- 
sent on an occasion like this. Who could 
have imagined that such a scene would have 
been presented in this place? I remember 
jthe time when the successes as_ well as the 
difficulties of this Society were spoken of in 
jall that beautiful simplicity which charac- 
terised the communications of my revered 
fither. I remember the time when I heard 
him say in the vestry, in tones so mellow 
and so deep, as he read a letter from Carey, 
* "Phe chains of caste are broken, and who 
shall mend them ?” 

We have heard of the difficulties, the 
great objections, with which the Society had 
tocontend at a very early period of its his- 
tory. Amongst those objections, [ well re- 
member that this was put forward, “ You 
are leaving the scene immediately around 
you, the home to which your energies ought 
to be devoted, to go and expend them on @ 
foreign land, and upon individuals on whom 
your eyes have never Jooked.’ That ob- 
jection, we all know has received its an- 
swer. No sooner did Carey and Thomas 
reach their destination on a foreign shore, 
than the Society actually employed mission- 
aries throughout various parts of Great Bri- 
tain. But it has been Said, and it was said 
at an early period, This is a sectarian Soci- 
ety, and therefore it is not to be supported 
by men of liberal principles, 
ed of a catholic spirit. My father made ap- 
plication to the celebrated Cecil for a sub- 
scription to this Society. Cecil observed, 
“My great objection to itis, that you preach 
‘baptism.’’’ My father replied that he did, 
and inquired whether Cecil, if he believed 
in it, would not do the same. He admit- 
ted fiah he ould, but added, * You m ike 
we do not make regeneration of it.” Cecil 
gave him a guinea; but my father made this 
memorandum in a book for the guidance of 
the excellent Mr. Pearce when he went the 
following year to solicit subscriptions, ‘* He 
isa good man; but he does not like to be 
acquainted with Dissenters.” 

This sectarianisin, however, ought to be 
looked a little in the faee. 1 will turn to 
one of the minutes of the Society, recorded 
jin a book which my father kept, October 
Ist, 1793, one year after this Society came 
into existence: * Resolved, That a donation 
of five guineas each, be presented to the 
Presbyterian and Moravian Societies, for 
the propagation of the gospel among the 
heathen, merely as an expression of uffec- 
j tion towards them and fellowship with them 
u the great design of evangelizing the 
world.” Allow me to read another passage 
expressive of the same sectarian spirit.— 
'* Resolved, That in consideration of the Mo- 
jravian mission being under some pecuniary 
straits, £20 be presented to thenf by this 
Society as a token of brotherly love.’ And 
now that [am upon the subject of this see- 
tarianism, Task our Independent friends 
| what they think of the sectarianism of the 
litth: meeting? Why, they tell us what they 
think by opening the great meeting, and be- 
ling present on this occasion. I am sare 
tthat I may say, without fear of contradic- 
jtion, that it is their jubilee as much es ours. 
Reference is made in the resolution which 
[fam called on to support, to those high 
| personal characteristics which distinguish 
the early promoters of the Baptist mission. 
You will bear with me for a moment, if I 
just run over the epithets employed to dis- 
tinguish these excellent men: “ The spirit 
lof prayer which preceded and accompanied 
it, and the piety, talents, and devotedness 
and perseverance of its early friends and 
promoters.” Yes, it was a time of prayer, 
of great wrestlings with God. Prayer meet- 
ings with them were not matters of course, 
but were the breathings of the heart. Unit- 
'ed as the heart of one man, the persons here 
| referred to, strove together for the great ob- 
They took hold of 
the strength of God, and iw that strength 
they wrought wonders, as with the sword of 
the Lord and of Gideon. I cannot but 
‘advert to one exaniple of that piety, of that 
solemn prayer. It was furnished on the oc- 
'casion of sending out Carey and Thomas to 
the East Indies. My father writes respect- 
ling a prayer meeting held March 20, 1793: 
** We conducted it in the following manner. 
|The forenoon was spent in prayer. At two 
|o’clock, Mr. Thomas preached from, ‘ Their 
| sorrows shall be multiplied that hasten after 
janother God ;’ proving how this truth was 
exemplified in the state of the heathen, and 
| exciting the compassion of Christians to en- 
| deavor to rescue them from their miserable 
/situation. After sermon there was a public 
collection for the mission. At six, Mr. 
Hogg preached from, * The will of the Lord 
| be done ;’ and, after him, Mr. Fuller address- 
ed brethren’ Thomas and Carey, from, 
|‘ Peace be unto you; as my Father sent me, 
|so send [ you.” After him, Mr. Thomas 
|read a very interesting interview which he 
jhad with the Brahmins just before leaving 
| India.” In this manner they conducted the 
| business of the Society. It always furnish- 
|ed an occasion to them for fervent supplica- 
\tion and thanksgiving to God, Allow me 
to read another extract from this minute 
\hook, which I ought to have presented at 
an earlier period of my address. The fol- 
lowing is the very first record made in the 
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the following resolutions among Others, were 
| agreed to, October 2, 1792 -

| Propagating the Gospel amongst the Heathen,’ 
| « As such an undertaking must needs be attended 
with expense, we agree immediately to open a subscrip- 
tion for that Mission, and to recommend it to others. 

“N.B. Tie names of the snseribers, and the amount 
of the subseriptions, were as follows :” 

Mr. Fuller then read the following names, 
whose united subscriptions amounted to £13 
2s. 6d. : John Ryland, Reynold Hogg, John 
Sutcliff, Andrew Fuller, Abraham Green- 
wood, Edward Sharman, Samuel Pearce, 
Joseph Timms, William Heighton, William 
| Stoughton, Joshua Burton, Thomas Blun- 
|del, John Eayre. ‘The first four of these, 
j with Mr. Carey, constituted the first com. 
| mittee.” 


| Allow me, before I close, to advert tothe 
lnecessity of personal piety. We may be 
jcarried away by the strong excitement of 
feeling pervading an occasion like this, and 
| be carried out of the bounds of our own per- 
|sonal christianity. I know that there are 
|individuals here who resided in this town 
| When the Society was formed; but I do not 
| know that they are all children of God, and 
|have the hope of eternal glory. Oh! that 
ithis may be a jubilee to some immortal souls 
|who have hitherto lived without Christ, and 
without hope.in the world! There are 
| young friends here, and | love to meet them. 
| Many of them, T have no doubt, will live to 
see the Centenary; but where sball we be 
then r |, with many around me, cannot ex- 
jpect to see it; but we hope in God that we 
jshall be in the position which our fathers 
|now occupy, looking down upon the assem-

| sions. However, Lam glad to be relieved 
jfrom the necessity of making a speech on 
[this occasion. I hold in my hand a letter, 
}which has been committed to me by a re- 
|spected friend, known and loved by all who 
| have been trained in the Baptist College at 
| Bristol. T shall, with your permission, read 
it. It isa letter written by Andrew Fuller 
to Willlam Stedman, about Dr. Carey, and 
‘bears date Kettering, 25th January, 1793. 

_ “Dear Sir,—1 saw your affectionate let- 
jter to Mr. Carey this weck. We feel much 
obliged to you for your friendly donation, 
and for the obliging manner in which you 
express your readiness to forward the good 
work so far as your influence extends. Give 
me leave, Sir, to inform you, that the com- 
mittee being informed of the Rev. John 
Thomas, (a Baptist minister, who for sever- 
al years past has been attempting to intro- 
duce the gospel amongst the Hindoos,) being 
now in London, made inquiry into his cha- 
racter, principles, abilities, &c. Another 
committee meeting was held at Kettering, 
January 9th, in which the result of the in- 
(quiry was reported. It then appeared to 
|the committee, that there was an open door 
jfor preaching the Gospel in India, that Mr. 
Thomas had done considerable good already, 
'that he stood in need of public support in 
the execution of his work, that Mr. Thomas 
should be invited to go out as a missionary 
|from the Society, and that, should he ac- 
!cede to the invitation, the Society should 
‘provide him a companion, to go out with 
|him inthe spring. It was avery solemn 
iday, kept by us all in fasting and prayer.— 
Toward night, Mr. Thomas himself arrive 
ied, cheerfully acceded to the invitation of 
jthe Society, and agreed to go out in the 
|spring (he thinks early in April). Mr. Ca- 
|rey being present, in answer to the ques- 
|tion, Who would go with him? as cheerful- 
|ly offered himself. You may easily con- 
iceive, dear sir, that we rejoice in these 
‘things with trembling. We wish to do 
; nothing rashly, on the one hand, or tardily, 
jon the other. We have not engaged in this 
j business in a hurry. Ever since the year 
| Wed, we have had monthly meetings for 
prayer throughout all our churches, for the 
spread of the Gospel amongst the heathen. 
| Of late, it has appeared that we ought todo 
{something more than pray. We have set 
our hands to make an effort. (‘Think upon 
our God for good.) We have begun a sub- 
scription in the country, which at present 
amounts to about £150. The work still 
goes on; £300 or £400 more will be ne- 
cessary to be raived in about two months. 
We rely upon the blessing of God, the good- 
ness of the cause, and the assistance of our 
brethren throughout the world. We thank 
you for your kind offer to use your influ- 
ence in your connexions. Any sums trans- 
mitted to me or the treasurer, at Thrapston, 
Northamptonshire, will be gratefully receiv- 
ed. The sooner the better, as the time is 
short. For a particular account of Mr. 
Thomas’s labors in India, I must refer you 
to Mr. Rippon’s Baptist Register, the next 
number that comes out. e have solemn- 
ly bound ourselves to God and one another
